THE CIRCUIT COURTS.

Ciroult Court Practice (Saorstat Eireann). By 
Gerald Horan, K.C. (Master of High Court). 
Dublin: Falconer. 30/- net. 

HE Courts of Justice Act, 1924, con- 
stituted a very radical departure 
from legal tradition in this country, not 


, only in High Court practice and juris- 
diction, but most emphatically in what 


might be called local practice and jurisdic- 
tions. The creation of what is now known 
as the Circuit Court, with the consequent 
abolition of the former County Court, 1s, 
perhaps, the most revolutionary, though 

ibly not the most beneficial, of the 
judicial changes. 

Although the Circuit Court has been 
functioning for a number of years, the 
rules regulating its practice only came 
into operation on the Ist January last, 
and Mr. Horan’s book, based on these 
rules, makes a most timely appearance. 
Indeed, since no real opportunity for 
judicial scrutiny yet can be said to exist, 
the book is a remarkably fine effort to 
appiy authorities to an utterly new set 
of circumstances, thus giving guidance to 
the bewildered practitioner.

rowed by “three Quéens with Crowns of 
Gold,” brought a pleasant feeling of gloom, 
coming, as it did, the finale to series of heroic 
tales, which. even to this day tever fail to 
arouse the old feeling of romance inherent in 
the most prosaic of ns. 
efore the death of Arthur, and the dis- 
persal of the Knights of Camelot, the King 
referred to the wars of his earlier days, when 
“We strove in ‘youth, 

And break the petty Kings, and fought with Rome, 
Or thrust the heathen from the Roman’ Wall, 
And shook him through the North a 

Previous to his fight with Rome, however, 
Arthur had served his apprenticeship in the 
use of arms in Ireland, under an Irish king, 
and in proof of this statement there are old 
chronicles which tell of early battles, in which 
the name of “Arthur, Prince of Britain,” 
may be seen; for at that time traffic between, 
this country and England and. the Continemt 
was far more frequent than is usually sup- 
posed, proof of which statement may be had 
in Alexander the Great’s enlistment of Irish 
soldiers to guard Macedonia during his absence 
in search of further glory ‘m the East, 
and in the fact that the great Irish wolf- 
hounds were famed in Rome, where their 
appearance in the arena to fight with the 
lions and other savage animals kept to delight 
the Koman populace, were a source of never- 
ending wonder and admiration, since, by 
reason of their fierceness and great strength, 
they struck terror even unto the lions; or so 
at least Pliny tells us. 

All this byt serves to add probability to the 
charming old legend of Chapelizod: “Phat the 
name is. taken from an trish 


Princess, 
Isolt or Isulie, “the fair,” whose father’s terri- 
tory embraced the lands now called after his 
‘daughter; and early in the last century the 
ruins of a castle, called Isolde’s Bower, were 
still to be seen, and a ruined church still 
stood, the chapel of Isolde. whence the town- 
ship took its name. Now these ruins have 
disappeared, and all that remains to remind 
the searcher after historical lore of the link 
with other more knightly days is the 
Princess’s name and that of her chapel, angle- 
sized into the modern Chapelizod. 

According to legend, Sir Tristram, one of 
the most famous of Arthur’s knights, having 
heard of Isolde’s beauty, visited her father's 
Court disguised as a wandering bard. He 
found that the reports of the lady's good 
looks were not exaggerated, and also learned 
that a dragon was. laying the County of 
Dublin waste. Throwing off his disguise, Sir 
Tristram went out and slew the dragon, then 
returned in triumph to demand the princess's 
hand. And discovered that she was promised 
in marriage to the King of Cornwall! Though 
Isolde returned Sir Tristram’s love, her band 
to the Cornish King could not in honour be 
“roken, and she sailed for Cornwall, dit 
Tristram accompanying her. The tragic end 
of their story ig well known to all, the 
beautiful opera of “Tristan and Isolde”’ 
having made the story famous. But too few 
realise that the once isolated little village on 
the banks of the Liffey takes its name from 
the tragic and beautiful Ish princess, 
‘‘Isolte of the white hands.”’

Danger and Duty. 

Next Tuesday will be a fatefal day in 
Ireland. On that day the Free State's 
adult citizens, by their votes—or by their 
failure to vote—will decide their own and 
their country’s fortunes during the next 
five years. Indeed, they may decide the 
fortunes of their grandchildren ; for the 
events of those five years must influence 
the course of many generations. Presi- 
dent Cosgrave’s party stands for the 
Anglo-Irish settlement—for the peace 
which it has brought and for the economic 
benefits which it can bring. Mr. de 
Valera’s party stands for disruption and 
conflict. If Mr. Cosgrave wins, the good 
government of the last ten years will be 
consolidated ; the failing efforts of lawless- 
ness will be crushed ; a basis will be laid 
for reconciliation with Northern Ireland ; 
the farmers’ future will be secured under 
the economic wgis of the British Common- 
wealth, and, as a member of that Com- 
monwealth, the Free Statp will hold a 
high place in the world. If Mr. de Valera 
wins, lawlessness will lift its head again, 
and the citizens’ present sense of security 
will vanish; the Anglo-Irish settlement 
will be denounced ; the North will be re- 
pelled for ever; the Free State will be 
isolated from civilisation, and her farmers 
will find in British tariffs their deadliest 
enemy instead of their most bounteous 
friend. Truly the voting-boxes 
Tuesday night will be charged with 
national destiny, and truly, if Mr. de 
Valera wins— 


The child may rue, that is unborn, 
The hunting of that day. 


In such an election there can be no 
excuse for apathy. Not only are the issues 
all-important, but the danger is very real. 
There is a possibility—we shall be wiser to 
contemplate it now than to be penitent 
next week—that the party of order and 
progress may be be defeated. Politics are 
traditional in Ireland ; an uneducated mass 
of the people is swayed more easily by 
greed than by argument, and Fianna Fáil 
will bring every one 6¢£ its supporters to the 
polling booths. Less than seventy per cent. 
of the electors went to the polls in 
September, 1927. If that total is not 
increased next Tuesday, the result may be 
either fatal or unsatisfactory. Mr. de 
Valera may win, or Mr. Cosgrave may be 
returned with a majority so slender that 
his authority will be impaired and his 
powers will be crippled. - On the other 
hand, if the total poll is increased from 
seventy to eighty per cent., Mr. Cosgrave 
will win, with a cothfortable margin of 
seats. We make this prediction with the 
utmost confidence. The additional ten 
per cent., if it comes to the polls, will 
represent voters who, for one reason of 
another, have not voted at former 
elections ; and these will consist mainly of 
two classes—the old Redmondites and the 
old Unionists. Hitherto many Unionists, 
while they have accepted the benefits of 
Mr. Cosgrave's Government, have failed to 
overcome their dislike of its origins. They 
have been proudly faithful to ancient 
loyalties, and their losses and disillusion- 
ments have rankled in their hearts. We 
do not think that we exaggerate when we 
say that Mr. Cosgrave's fate, and there- 
fore the country’s fate, is largely in the 
hands of these Unionists now. 

During recent years many ex-Unionists,

. The Chapei-Woosung Front. 


The hopes of a peaceful settlement in the 
Shanghai dispute have been dashed. 
Perhaps, a lack of prescience was dis- 
played in their entertainment ; for it must 
be admitted that Japan's “ peace 
feelers’? came as no small surprise 
to an alarmed world. Various reasons 
for this readiness on Japan's part 
to call “ half-time ” when she appeared to 
have the ball at her feet have been mooted ; 
but there has been a general tendency to 
ascribe it to fear of a British-American 
naval display or to the unexpected tenacity 
of the Chinese ttoops. Recent evidence, 
however, suggests another cause.” Tokyo, 
hitherto so traditionally patriotic, is 
reported to have known demonstrations 
against Japan’s imperialistic adventures, 
while, on the other side; a reactionary 
secret society, called the “ Black Dragon,”’ 
has been manifesting undesirable activities. 
Indeed, rumour has connected it with the 
murder of Mr. Inouye, the former Finance 
Minister; The ‘‘ Black Dragon "” is 
thought to be the spiritual descendant of 
that culture which found its highest ex- 
pression in the Samurai and Daimyds of 
old Japan, and certainly, if popular 
opinion may be trusted, it yields nothing 
to these stalwarts in its detestation of the 
new order of things. Such troubles, how- 
ever, in the result have not been serious, 
and the Government is now able to pursue 
its course without misgiving. A big battle 
on the Chapei-Woosung front within the 
next few days is prophesied, ‘and both 
sides are busy with their preparations. 
Two divisions of troops are on their way 
from Japan, who is expected to attack in 
a decisive sector—probably Chapei—with 
some 15,000 picked men. The Chinese 
cannot be acquitted of all blame. 
Every impartial observer agrees that 
the small measure of success obtained 
by the Cantonese Army, by reason 
of its complete wunexpectedness, has 
induced, if not a superiority complex. 
at least a soaring courage. — Accordingly, 
the Chinese Government has declared its 
resolve to continue “ the present firm 
attitude,” and to reject the Japanese pro 
posal for the demilitarisation of the prin- 
cipal Chinese ports. This Chinese 
determination to fear no foe in shining 
armour is liable to grave shocks, but it is 
interesting that Japan should be the first 
to infuse a belated degree of unanimity in 
Chinese counsels. Collision seems to be 
inevitable, and the higher temper of both 
combatants augurs ill for moderation in 
success or for a philosophic acceptance’ of 
defeat. 


Angling in Ireland. 


Of all the sports that are pursued in 
our island none offers greater attractions 
to the visitor than angling. Jreland 
abounds in good fishing rivers. North 
and South alike present splendid evpor- 
tunities to the angler, and from the Bann 
to the Blackwater salmon and trout await 
the lure of the dancing fly. We are glad 
to see that the first annual conference of 
the Irish Free State Trout Anglers’ 
Federation opened in Dublin yesterday, 
and that no fewer than eighteen associa- 
tions have banded themselves together in 
order to further the interests of the sport. 
The trout anglers are anxious to establish 
a national hatchery for brown trout. 
They have sent a deputation to the Free 
State Government, and the Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries has shown a 
sympathetic interest in their plans. The 
need for improvements in the Irish 
fisheries has increased during recent years. 
Poaching is playing havoc with some of 
the rivers, and the value of a national 
hatchery for brown trout would be 
inestimable. Many of us, perhaps, poached 
trout in our young days. There is some 
thing almost irresistible to the schoolboy’s 
mind in the idea of fishing in forbidden 
waters; but the modern poacher makes a 
business of his art, to the great detriment 
of the legitimate fisherman. In addition 
to the poacher, the pike, the pereh, the 
heron and the cormorant wage war on 
the trout, whose existence in consequence 
is exceedingly precarious. We are sure 
that the efforts of the Anglers’ Federation 
will have excellent results, and hope that 
the Ministry will give it every possible 
assiztance. It is interesting to note that 
authority is being given to the Free State 
representatives on the International 
Angling Association to co-operate with 
their colleagues from Northern Ireland 
with a view to the choice of an all- 
Ireland team of sixteen rods to represent 
this country at the fly-fishing ing contest at

This suggests that Great Britain and 
France, in view of the economic crisis How 
over-shadowing the world, will be prepared 
to grant temporary facilities to Germany 
for the execution of contracts freely signed. 
It is generally agreed, however, that all 
further developments must depend upon 
the United States, since the questions of 
War debts and reparations are so closely 
associated. 


The Farmer's View, 


Dissatisfaction appears to be general im 
agricultural circles regarding the Govern- 
ment’s proposals for the restoration of the 
industry. -It is held that the measures 
contemplated deal only with the fringe of 
the EE Gin and that the Government, 
even at this late hour, does not really 
appreciate how very grave the position 1s. 
Representations to members of the House 
of Commons are to be made without delay 
in order, if possible, to secure an amend- 
ment of the proposals. A series of meet- 
ings will be held here next week with a 
view to calling upon the Minister of Agri- 
culture to reconsider the position of the 
farmer in regard to live-stock. The re- 
organisation of the milk, bacon and potato 
industries is lodked upon with approval, 
but proposals do not go far enough in the 
opinion of some of the farmers.

Gift Coupons. 


The Gift Coupons Bill, introduced 
into the House of Commons by Colonel 
Moore Brabazon and supported by & 
number of members, proposes the im: 
position of heavy fines on le whe 
issue or redeem gift coupons. The first. 
and main clause is an interpretation of 
“ gift coupon.” This is described as 
‘any coupon stamp, token, cover. 

ckage, document er other thing issued 
E any person upon or in connection with 
the sale of goods, which, either by itself 
or together with any other coupon or 
coupons, or any other act or thing, entitles 
or purports to entitle, the holder thereof 
to receive in respect of the purchase of 
such s any gift, allewance, concession, 
consideration, benefit or advantage of any 
kind whatsoever, other than an uncondi- 
tional payment in money or insurance 
benefits.” The measure is to come into 
force three months after it becomes law, 
and after the expiration of a further three 
months ‘‘ it shall not be lawful to redeem 
any gift coupon.”’ 


America’s Financial Policy. 


The financial expansion policy opened 
in New York yesterday had a very marked 
effect on the markets here to-day, mainly 
as a result of the boom on Wall street. 
It is stated that the policy had an imme 
diate effect there on frozen stock markets. 
which: leaped into activity with six times 
the trading that was done during the first 
hour on previous days. - The move is 
watched with great interest in the City 
here, though opinion is divided concerning 
its wisdom. Some City men think the 
move is the best thing that has happened 
for some time, and hope that something 
will be done here to promote the use of 
cheaper money for industry. The Bank 
rate is still high, and it is claimed that 
this — a development of home 
manufacturing at the very moment when 
everything ought to be-done to stimulate 
it. Developments are regarded as possible 
during the coming week. 

The Lessons of Princetown. 

As a result of the outbreak at Dart- 
moor, there is a movement to provide a 
special prison for criminals who have 

1 as motor bandits, since it is the 
view in official circles that such a place. 
attended with permanently armed 
guards, is necessary. It is said to be an 
established fact that criminals of this 
type were responsible for the outbreak, 
and it is deemed advisable that they 
shall be separated from the men of low 
intelligence, who, are in the majority. 
Three-quarters of the men in prison for 
motor banditry are between twenty-four 
and thirty-six, and a number have passed 
through the probationary stages of 
Borstal, but the training there appears 
to have heen misused, and the men, havinz 
been later convicted, have been put in 
establishments where they have mixed 
with men convicted of less serious offences, 
and accordingly have influenced them in 
the wrong way. The first step towards 
the separation of different. classes of 
prisoners has been taken at Chelmsford. 
where prisoners serving a first term of 
penal servitude are detained. Most of 
these men are under thirty. 


The British Industries’ Fair. 

The Queen has arranged to pay three 
visits to the London Section of the British 
Industries Fair on the mornings of Feb 
ruary 23rd and 24th at Olympia, and on 
the 26th at the White City. Visits alse 
are to be paid by the Prince of Wales and 
the Duchess of York.

ment banquet at the Mansion House on 
February 22nd, with Mr. Runciman in 
the chair, and the Duke of York as the 
principal speaker. lt is now certain that 
the Fair will be the Jargest an! most re.

MELTING OF COINS . 
ILLEGAL.

From a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Why are bullion dealers and their 
agents so anxious to buy sovereigns at 
one-third more than their face value? It 
is illegal to melt them, and they must, 
therefore, be exported to the Continent, 
where the intrinsic value of the geld con- 
tent can be realised without difficulty. 
This demand for sovereigns and other 
articles of gold has disclosed the existence 
of considerable quantities of the precious 
metal in Ireland. 

A leading Irish dealer in gold and sil- 
ver has stated that there is probably more 
gold per head of the population in lreland 
than in any other part of the British 
Isles. Some farmers and many others in 
the country have always shown a desire 
to hoard sovereigns for safety. They do 
not trust the banks and use gold coinage 
to pay their debts, but, otherwise, their 
money is lying idle. Now that an imme- 
diate profit is offered, a large number oí 
sovereigns are being liquidated entirely 
for export. Much of this and other gold 
finds its way to France, where it is much 
sought after for its intrinsic value. 

Old gold jewellery, watches, chains, 
lockets, bracelets and other articles are 
wanted for the very same resson. There 
is no restriction on the sale of these 
articles or of sovereigns, bat’ sovereigns 
eannot legally be melted. If such coins 
are disposed of at a profit, and the pro- 
ceeds put into circulation, not.only :n- 
dividuals, but the entire community will 
benefit. The price for sovereigns varies 


from day to day, and people who want 
to turn them into cash should communi- 
cate with those in the business,

USE YOUR PREFERENCES. 


An election advertisement tan; “ Did you 
lose half your vote at the last elec- 
tion?” Some lost not only half but 
the whole of their vote. They were 
content to put the figure 1 against the 
name of their favourite and to do no 
more; and if their favourite was out 
of the running and was declared 
defeated, the vote could not be trans- 
ferred to some other candidate to help 
in the election oí the latter. The 
— effective value of the vote was 

host. 

Votes may be lost next Tuesday for the 
same reason. Advertisements on 
behalf of individual candidates invite 
the electors to ‘‘ Vote No. 1 for Sg, 
So far, so good; but the invitation to 
mark choices extends no further. 
What then may happen? Suppose the 
number of votes that assures election 
ie 10,000 ; that of the candidates nomi- 
nated two, A and B, have much in 
common; that their supporters 
“plump ” for them; that A receives 
4,000 plumpers and B receives 4,000 
plumpers. Here are 10,000 citizens 
voting for two candidates who have 
much in common, but they may fail 
to secure representation because they 
have been content to mark the figure 
1 and to do no more. If they had 
proceeded to mark the figure 2 for 

‘ their second favourite, the more 
popular of the two would be elected. 
The votes recorded for the less popular 
B could be transferred, and, instead 
of being wasted, his votes could be 
used for the second choice named by 
his supporters. Under proportional 
representation “ plumping ' does not 
benefit a candidate; it merely leads 
to the loss of votes. 

The organised parties advise their sup- 
rorters to record choices among all 
their candidates. They are right. 
Rut ought the elector to go further? 
Certainly, if he has any preferences 
among the other candidates. 

A party may poll sufficiently well to elect 
two members with some votes over 
but not enough to elect a third. These 
excess votes can influence ‘the election 
of another of the candidates, one, not 
belonging to the party, if those voting 
for the party nominees have con- 
tinued to mark their choices bevond 
the party list. The best course to 
pursue is to go on marking choices 
until the electors reaches the point 
at which he is quite indifferent as to 
the rest of the candidates. 

Do not vote by making an X; that spoils 
the ballot paper. Vote by number- 
ing the candidates: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 5, 
ete., Ag many as you wish, in the 
order of your choice; and it is well 
to fix the order of your choice before 
poing to the poll on election day.

PASSENGERS - 
PLEASED BY 
PERFORMANCE. 


The public were enabled for the first 
time tó travel on the Drumm electric train 
when it was put-into regular service from 
Amiens street station, Dublin, to Bray 
yesterday. 

It was an expectant crowd that gathered 
on the platform at Amiens street yesterday 
morning; for many feared that a hitch 
might occur at the last moment, and as a 


result they would be denied the pleasure 


of the first run. The slight mishap which 
had occurred the previous day heightened 
tls feeling, but it was quickly allayed 
when soon the people were boarding the 
coaches, and at a toot from the conductor’s 
whistle she was speeding on her way to 
Westland row, her first stop. ere 
numerous other passengers, seeking for a 
communal thrill in being the first people 
carried on the train, were picked up, and 
again she set out for Bray. 

The ordinary man and woman, who are 
satisfied only by performance, were test- 
ing the train. They were pleased, if one 
were to judge from the many compli- 
mentary remarks made during the journey. 
With a marked, but excusable, absence of 
technical terms, they discussed her even 
movement, her quick acceleration and 
braking power. The absence of noise and 
smoke was noted by some, and one old 
lady, obviously charmed by the experience, 
confessed that she remembered her first 
trip on the steam-driven train in the time 
of bustles and furbelows, and would 
cherish this memory also—she had looked 
forward to it so much. 

The seating arrangements, quite 
different from other types, were appre- 
ciated. 

People at the wayside stations and along 
the route watched.the train as it rushed 
along at tolerable speed. 

On arrival at Bray the passengers, 
having enjoyed their run, turned their 
interest to the charging process, and 
secured rudimentary explanations of how 
it is done. 


SIX POWERS AND 
REPARATIONS. 


DECISION THAT MAY 
EASE SITUATION. 


An official communiqué will be pub- 
lished this morning simultaneously in 
Paris and London concerning the pro- 
cedure to be adopted in respect of repura- 
tions. 

Sir John Simon, the Secretary of State 
tor Foreign Affairs, reached a complete 
agreement with M. Tardieu, representing 
France, in the course of a conversatio" 
in Geneva last night, it is understood, 
and the other interested Powers—Ger- 
many, Belgium, Italy, and Japan— 
having assented, it has been decided that 
the postponed Lausanne Conference shai! 
take place in June, with the object of 
finding a permanent solution of the 
reparations problem, and of examining 
the ecomomic and financial questions 
which have brought about the crisis. 

Pending the holding of the Conference 
matters will remain as they are. 

A preliminary agreement between the 
Foreign Office experts was. reached. two 
days ago. The implementing of this, 
with the approval of the other Powers, 
should, in official opinion, lead to a 
détente in international relations. 


NATIONS GROUPING 
AT GENEVA. 


TWO TO ONE AGAINST 


THE FRENCH PLAN. 
——— 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Friday. 


Of the three nations which presented 
their disarmament proposals to the Con- 
ference to-day, two—Spain and Denmark 
—were against the French plan to arm 
the League of Nations and form a type of 
military super-State; the third—Czecho- 
slovakia—agreed with the French plan. 

Spain advocated, among other things, 
abolition of all aggressive weapons as the 
majority of the Conference might decide, 
limitation ‘of war stock, no warships over 
10,000 tons, no submarines over 1,000 tons, 
prohibition of the armament of merchant 
vessels, control of international traffic in 
and private and State manufacture of 
armaments and ammunition, and prohibi- 
tion of military aviation and inter- 
nationalisation of civil aviation. 

Dr. Benes, the Czechoslovakian Foreign 
Minister, declared his readiness to accept 
M. Tardieu’s proposals. He suggested 
that the prohibition of certain methods of 
warfare should be supplemented by a 
system of sanctions. 

Dr. Munch, the Danish Foreign 
Minister, criticised the French proposals 
as impracticable without the reduction of 
armies, although he admitted the possi 
bility of an international air force. : 

Modern civilisation, he said, was on the 
verge oí an abyss, and in order to save it 
the solution oí three problems was essen- 
tial—namely, reparations, economic isola- 
tion and armaments.

‘¢TF Japanese policy cannot be checked 
| or vodified by the disapproval of 
the world, 1t is clear that other countries 
with interests in the East must expect to 
hold them in future at the mercy of the 
one dominant Power.” i 
This statement, in the names of Pro- 
fessor Gilbert Murray, Viscount Cecil, 
Mr. J. W. Hills, M.P., and Sir W. 
Arthur Salter, accompanies a resolution 
passed yesterday by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations Union 
urging that if either party to the present 
dispute continues to reject the five, pro- 
posals made by the principal Powers the 
Government should take steps to convene 
a special meeting of the Assembly of the 
League, and, in concert with the Govern- 
ment of the U.S.A. and members of the 
League, should apply whatever pressure of 
a diplomatic and economic character might 
be necessary to re-establish peace. 
This is the first time that the Union 
has definitely committed itself to advocat- 
ing the use of the sanctions provided in 
the Covenant. 


FOUR SANCTIONS. 


It is suggested that measures might 
include— 
An 
arms ; 
Exclusion from the world’s ports of 
the goods of whichever party continues 
to reject the five proposals ; 
Refusal of financial facilities; and 
Withdrawal of diplomatic repre- 
sentatives. 

One hundred and five British and 
American missionaries in Shanghai have 
forwarded a statement to their Consuls 
appealing for the cessation of hostilities. 
The statement deplores the Japanese 
action, which “ is inflicting unspeakable 
misery and destruction on thousands of 
homes.”’ 

The statement continues: “ We appeal 
to all Christians, including the friendly 
Japanese people, to condemn this madness 
and cruelty of war.’’ 


KINGSFORD SMITH. 


Has Air-Commodore Kingsford Smith 
joined the Chinese Air Force against 
Japan? Rumours to this effect have been

RESUMED. 
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BRITISH WARSHIP RUNS 
GAUNTLET. 


From Revter’s Specrat CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 

Guns roared, aeroplanes swooped a 
bombs exploded round H.M.S. Bridge- 
water as she steamed up the Whangpoo 
River to Shanghai this morning, with Sir 
Miles Lampson, the British Minister to 
China, on board. 

As the Bridgewater passed Woosung a 
Japanese cruiser lying in the Yan 
opened up a broadside on the forts, while 
a Japanese aeroplane overhead drop 
two bombs, which fell into the river within 
two hundred feet of the British warship. 

The resumption of the bombardment was 
preceded by a request from Admiral 
Normura, the Japanese Commander, to the 
British cruiser Berwick, which was lying 
off Woosung, to move off by 3 p.m. 

Since his arrival Sir Miles Lampson has 
been busy studying the situation and in- 
terviewing Chinese and Japanese notables, 
with a view to effecting a pacific solution 
of the Shanghai trouble. 


THE TRUCE. 


This morning Father Jacquinot, a 
French priest, and Colonel Hayley Bell, 
the former Customs Commissioner, wear- 
ing the uniforms of the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps, led a party composed of 
thirteen French nuns and one English girl 
and four motor trucks into pei to 
evacuate the civilian population in the 
battle area. It is estimated that at least 
seven hundred people took the oppor- 
tunity. i 

Others stubbornly refused to leave their 
homes. Only ten of those rescued were 
conveyed to the Settlement via the 
Japanese lines. All the others insisted 
that they would go through their own 
lines, or not at all. 

The Chinese request for an extension of 
the four hours’ truce in Chapei in order 
to get more civilians out of the fighting 
area was refused by the Japanese on the 
ground that the Chinese broke the truce 
this morning by opening fire. It is 
believed that this was the work of snipers. 

Late this afternoon the bombardment of 
the Chinese positions was re-opened and 
has continued throughout the evening. 


CHINA’S ATTITUDE. 
LOYANG, Friday. 

The Chinese Government has decided to 
“continue the present firm attitude in 
respect of the Sino-Japanese dispute, 
especially as regards Shanghai.” It has 
also decided to reject the Japanese 
posal for the demilitarisation of the prin- 
cipal Chinese ports. 

GENEVA, Friday. 

The Chinese delegation must itself 
assume the responsibility of deciding to 
call a special meeting of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations to consider the Far 
Eastern dispute, the Council of Twelve has 
decided. 

For the Council to have agreed to 
assume responsibility for convening the 
Assembly would have been ie t to 
an admission that they, as ceil, had
